CHINESE SCIENTISTS AND THE 
UNIVERSITY TEACHING PROFESSION 


When science and technology expanded raplidly in the period 
immediately after World War II, thousands of young Amerlcans 
flocked to the nation's campuses and hundreds of younsg 
Scientists were recruited to teach them. During this same period， 
thousands of Chinese, mostly from China，were completing their 
Ph.D. training in elite universities in the US，As a result large 
numbers of these Chinese scientists and intellectuals eventually 
cntered the teaching profession，while others became leading 
TcSearch Scientists and engineers in defense-related industries. 

Last week，BuSiztess eek reported that these post-war 
Scientists and professors are fast reaching their retirement， 
threatening therefore to decimate the faculties of the top 
technical universities just when the US _ needs its _ scientific 
pIOwess more than ever and raising concern among academics 
and government officials alike. 

Apparently one major way to fill vacant faculty posts is to 
hire foreign nationals，mainly Asians，who now account for 25% 
to 45% of enrollments in graduate departments of engineerin8g， 
physics, mathematics, and computer science.， But this Strategy is 
considered controversial because some felt these Asian 
immigrant scientists often communicate poorly in English -- 
meaning incapable of teaching. So many universities are now 
trying to use various means to entice American-born scientists to 
8go into teaching. 

We consider the attitude expressed by some of the_ universities 
toward Asian American Scientists to be dangerous and 
potentially racist， Thousands of Chinese American immigrant 
Scientists and engineers provided the backbone high-tech 
research and teaching in the post-war era.， Many，in spite of 
their accents，became world-reknown professors and research 
Scientists in American universities. 

Without minimizing the jimportance of communication Skill1]，we 
think the controversy has been blown out of proportion and 
universities should not allow language as a pretext for Tejecting 
excellent and dedicated science professors of Asian descent， We 
also think the current crisis provides a rare Opportunity for 
youn8g Asian American scientists and engineers to _enter _ the 
tcachin8g profession and to join those distinguished professors of 
the earlier generation， 

If the current effort to deny qualified Asians from becoming 
professors on the basis of their accent is part of the prIo- 
liferating anti-Asian sentiment，it is our obligation as 3a 
community to put an end to this nonsense by legal and political 
means at Our disposal 


CONDONING TERRORISM? 


During the anti-abortion demonstration in Washington，DC last 
week，President Reagan enthusiastically supported its rally and 
cvcn invited a delegation to meet with him in the White House. 
During the meeting，the pro-life delegation urged the president 
to pardon those convicted of bombing abortion clinics across the 
nation in recent months. The president， according to a White 
了 House statement，agreed to consider reviewing these cases on 3 
CaSse-by-case basis. 

We are Shocked that the President of the US did not 
immediately kick the delegation out of the White House when 
they advocated a presidential pardon for a group of domestic 
terrorists，Instead, he agreed to review their request. 

We Simply could not believe this is the same president who has 
been condemning terrorism in the past few weeks and mobillizing 
American military might against Libya，the _ current target of 
presidential rage. 

Are we to conclude that our government distinquishes 
different kinds of terrorism， some to be condemned while others 
are to be condoned，depending entirely on whether the man in 
the White House is sympathetic to the terrorist's cause? 

His obvious use of double standards in the terrorist acts 
against abortion clinics reminds us of his handling of the Henry 
Liu assassination，an international terrorist act， To date， 
President Reagan has yet to utter a word，much less a public 
condemnation，about the assassination. He seems to have no 
concern about the brutal killing of a Chinese American citizen 
in his home state of California by terrorists sent from Taiwan. 
It is also quite clear that terrorist acts carried out by our 
enemics,，like Libya and Iran，will not be tolerated，but terrorist 
acts cxccuted by our friends, like Taiwan，will be condoned.

Refllling the Bowl

In 1975,， toward the end of the 
Cultural Revolution in China, Jean 
Slbley was one ofa dozen exchange 
students who attended Chinese 
UnlVerslties Under a joint China/ 
Canada educational program. Due 
to _ the political changes there， 
Canadian offcials were unable to 
provlde the students with accurate 
information. No one knew what to 
eXPect. 

“We crossed over the wooden 
bridge at Shenzhen with the Strong 
feeling that we were going into 
Never-Neverland”Sibley recalled . 
“So many strangethingshappened 
during my two-year Stay that I 
never lost that feeling.” While she 
Was there China reeled from the 
deaths of Zhou Enlai and Mao 
Zedong, the coup against the Gang 
of Four, and the Tangshan earth- 
quake. 

Ten years later in August, 1985， 
Siblev，now a technology consul- 
tant at Bank of America, and Con- 
nle Beutel, staff managerat Pacifc 
Bell,， led a professlonal delegation 
of women in Telecommunications 
(WIT) on a very Special tour of the 
People's Republic of China. 

Fluent in Mandarin, Siblev and 
the Chlinese guldes shepherded the 
18-person delegation of indepen- 
dent, lively and enthtsiastic wom- 
en and one man through days of 
Imeetings,， Dights of banquets, and 
tours of some ofthe awesome Sights 
of the anclient civillization. WitnesS- 
Ing frst-hand the changes created 
by one blllion people emefging 
from 2;000 years of feudalism left 
the delegation wlth the feeling that 
they were，indeed，1in Never- 
Neverland 一 "Like the thousands 
of clay soldiers In XIan emerglng 
from 2;000 years of burial, comling 
back to life! ”said Beutel. 


WATERMELONS 


“You have to see other connec- 
tions when visiting China” Sibley 
said.“One of our delegation asked 
me, “Why are all those water- 
melons Stacked by the Side in 
China,，1985S style” When I was a 
Student there，there Were no free 
markets. Now a farmer can bring 
his Surplus goods in from the farm 
and sell them himself. The man 
asleep byhis watermelons assSumed 
that by bringlng them in and 
plunking them down by the Side of 
the road，they would sell them- 
Selves!”Jayne Snook，another 
founder of WIIT, remembered her 
Tai Chi teacher in the Us telling 
her“'If you really want to learn， 
you have to keep emptying yoOUT 
cup” “So ITjust keptemptying my 
cup!” she said.“I emptied and 
flled my cup many times during 
the trlp” 

The year that the delegation 
spent carefully planning their trip 
paid off. In China they-.were 
greeted and hosted by the Minis- 
try of Post and Telecommunica- 
tions, the Shanghai Telecommuni- 
cations Bureau, Ielegraph Bureau， 
andTV Station, the Shanghal 工 三 - 
COMP Corporation，the North- 
west Institute of Telecommunica- 
tions in Xian，and the All-China 
Women's Federation. The group 
Presented papers to officials of the 


Ministry of Posts and Telecommu- 
nications. Judy Lee，American- 
born Chinese and strateglc netwWor 
planning manager for Paclific Bell， 
prepared a presentation explaining 
how US telecommunlications net- 
WoOIK Systems Work.“I also de- 
signed a mock telecom System for 
a _ typical large Chlinese city com- 
plete with the latest lin high-tech 
equpment，”she sald. Her presen-

The response 
1S exXpected to be non-controverslal 
and polite，wlth gratitude and 
thanks for the opportunity to learn 
and listen. Io Sibley thls was remil- 
nlscent of her college days in 
China. She noted that this tradi- 
tional style ls used less than befote 
as aresult ofextenslive contact with 
Westerners In recent years. 

The WIT assoclation ls a group 
of Innovative women in an innova- 
tive feld and was the first group of 
women In telecommunications to 
be recelved by China. Aware that 
they wanted to maximize their 
learning and that it wasn?t their 
style to Slt and listen without the 
chance to interact, Sibley conferred 
with Mr Li， who was in charge of 
their briefng with the Minister 
of Posts and Telecommunications， 
She expressed their desire for more 
discussion at the afternoon Session 
which would be attended by wom- 
en from various sections of the 
IInlStIV. 

“It was clear that the Chinese 
men hosting us didn?t know how 
to _ make it easy to communicate 
directly with the women:” Sibley 
recalled.“sSo we imported ouUr Cali- 
fornla networking Skills, and dem- 
onstrated that they work well even

NMARITAL STATUS 

The Chinese women asked about 
the marital status of the_ group. 
Many WIT women are Dot cUI- 
rently married，and the Chinese 
Women wanted to know why. 
“Typically by the tme a woman in 
Chinals 25 years old there'salot of 
SoOclal Pressure to marry,，” Sibley 
said.“They seeus ashaving chosen 
between work and famlly、They 
noted that not all of us were deal- 
ling With a set of circumstances 
Slimajlar to thelirs 一 having children 
andsupportingthem,， said Sibley. 

Their working women continue 
to _ Serve dual and triple roles 一 
thelir traditional roles as wife， 
Imothem and housekeepem In addl- 
tion to full-time work. There are 
many child-care Provlslions，in- 
cluding grandparents.“But there 
are a lot of people who don't have 
enough tme to Spend. with their 
kilds, even though traditionally they 
are Very family-orlented:” Sibley 
Pointed out. here are not enough 
ntrseries, and doing laundry with- 
ouUt the benefht of washing ma- 
chines，Pplus other household 
chores, consumes all thelr remain- 
ing time. Their workday 1S elght 
hours, fve and a half to Six days a 
Week. 

“Once the famlly ls able to ac- 
cumulate Significant savingS，the 
frst thing they buy is a washling 
Imachine”-sald Beutel.“Then the 
woman can Spend her one day o 储 
”atjleisure. Then they buy a refrige- 
ratorand atelevislon set. Justthose 
three things are now completely 
changlng Chinese Soclety. If a 
washing machline can have that 
Iuch impact In China，lmagline 
Whatatelephone will do! This was 
OUIT chance to see frst hand how

In spite of the problems，the 


chlldren seem to be very well at- 
tended. Through the Streets of Bel- 
jing，groups of small children are 
led by thelr teachers，each chlld 
holding on to the shirt of the one 
in front，like a minliature parade. 
“This 1Ss how they Stick together” 
Slibley explained.“I teasingly told 
oOUI group that if they didn't Stick 
togethem they would have to hold 
on to each other's Shirts the way 
the chlldren do. No one was more 
Surprised than me when，in the 
mlddle of the crowd at the zoo, OUT 
hligh-Spirited group formed a line 
and each one tooKk hold of the shirt 
of the one in front, to the delight 
and amazement of the Chinese on- 
lookers.， This ls when IT started 
taking pictures ofour delegation!”

1.38 maillion phones. The rapid 
pace of Industrial and commercial 
development has demonstrated to 
the Chinese that the pace of up- 
grading the phone system Imust 
oOUtStrip that of modernization in 
order for China to achieve her de- 
velopment goals. China 1S experi- 
encing a technology leap of some 
40 years from the Chinese-manu- 
factured cross-bar technology that 
Still provides the backbone of 
Phone service in the country to the 
current Installations of ITT2S sys- 
tem 1240 under way In Beling， 
Shanghal, and Tianjin.… 

“We were Impressed with the 
Beljing Switching statlon”Ssaid De-
